GENERAL TOPICS, 


Proceedings in Congress Pre­ 
dicted for the Week. 


TH E 
STANFORD 
UNIVERSITY. 


T he P nrpoaes fo r W ’.ieh It ia In ­ 
ten d ed — Spoptinjr and 
O th er News.

W a s h in g t o n , May 27 .— The bills for 
the admission of North Dakota, Montana 
and Washington Territories are special 
orders on th e Senate calendar for the 
coming week. The Indian Appropriation 
bill will probably be callerf up Monday 
or Tuesday, and will consomé a «lay or 
m ore, and the River and H arbor bill, 
which will be reported to-morrow, may 
be called up before the end of the week. 
The Fisheries treaty remains the mat­ 
ter of dom inant interest in the Senate, 
and promises to displace special orders 
and all other business except appropria­ 
tion 
lilis, until it is acted upon. The 
course of 
events, 
however, depends 
largely upon th e action of the Demócrata 
in their caucus to be held to-morrow 
morning. 
They have the power to delay 
action indefinitely upon the motion to 
consider the treaty with open doors, 
which is the pending question ; but actual 
fiilibustering, though so long threatened, 
haa not yet began. 
There are other m atters of executive 
business of great importance before the 
8enate, or its committees, in respect to 
Which the Democrats desire early action, 
among them being the nomination of 
Mr. Fuller to be Chief Justice, and all 
of these m ast probablv he delayed as a 
consequence of any dilatory movements 
in 
connection with 
the 
motion to 
take up th e treaty. 
The belief is 
expressed by Senatorsof both parties that 
at the next secret session a vote will be 
reached, and th at the Democrats will 
content them selves with voting in the 
negative. Thev will thus help to make 
a quorum which will allow the majority 
to be responsible for adm itting the pub­ 
lic to hear the discussion. 
Should all 
this take place, however, it will still re­ 
main in the power of any two Senators, 
under a rule which is applicable to leg­ 
islative as well as executive business, to 
eject the public and close the doors at 
will. This rule has been invoked in re­ 
cent years onlv to sum marily shui off 
some Senator who wished to have an open 
vote on a proposition to adm it the public 
to executive sessions, and it seems to 
have been invited for use in just such 
cases. But it is well adapted toother 
uses. 
Inasmuch as a strong minority 
of Senators are bitterly opposed to the 
•resent proposed innovation, it is appre­ 
hended th at its use m ay become common 
during the Fisheries debate. 
Only one executive session with open 
doors can be recalled by m en whose 
memory covers the proceedings of the 
Senate ’for a period of more than forty 
years. This was a session of two or three 
minutes, had on the last day of President 
A rthur’s adm inistration, on which occas­ 
ion the message nom inating (ieneral 
G rant for General on the retired list of 
the army was received and acted upon. 
This exceptional course was recommend­ 
ed by the President and adopted in de­ 
fiance of th e rules by the Senate, as an 
extraordinary m ark of respect to the 
nominee. 
The House to-morrow will probably 
continue consideration of the legisla­ 
tive, F.xecutive and Judicial appropria­ 
tion bill. The Tariff bill will then be 
taken up for consideration, debate under 
th e five m inutes rale being in order. 
The Republicans will doubtless pursue 
the caucus policy of opposing every para­ 
graph of th e bill by offering am endments 
and dem anding votes upon them , so that 
th e end of the work is not likely to show 
any m aterial progress towards the final 
disposition of the bill. 
The Btate of the appropriation hills 
does not compare favorably with their 
condition during the last long session, 
although busiuesa was much below the 
average. U p to the present date but two 
of the present appropriation bills have 
passed both Houses, the M ilitary and 
Pensiona. 
Five moro have passed the 
House, nam ely the Poetoffice, Diplomatic, 
District of Columbia,Indian and River and 
H arbor bills; one (Legislative) is pend­ 
ing. 
Six bills have not yet been re- 
-orted from the com m ittees; they are: 
undry Civil, Army, Navy, Fortification, 
Agricultural and General Deficiency Ap­ 
propriation bills. 
At the corresponding 
period 
In the Forty-ninth Congress, 
nine of 
the Appropriation bills had 
passed the House and three had passed 
th e Senate, which was just one-third 
more than had been similarly disposed 
of this session.

a realizing sense 
of 
the 
importance

temperance. 
I desire every student to have am oppor­ 
tunity to practically learn how to culti­ 
vate the soil for every branch of agricul­ 
ture. Particular attention will be given 
to the subject of co-operation. 
I want in 
this school th at one sex shall have equal 
advantages with

and

want particularly th at females shall have 
opou to them everv employment suitable 
to their sex. 
I believe in doing so, and 
they will be stronger physically and 
m entally and better fitted for wives and 
mothers.

rocarronee of heart failure, there is a 
continual tendency in that direction, and 
his pjilse has lieen growing weaker 
and 
his 
breathing 
more 
labored. 
H is blood Is thick and black. 
Ever 
since the attack last night, the physi­ 
cians have l**en doing everything in their 
power to stim ulate the action of the heart, 
but without success, and its beating ia 
feeble and uncertain, despite the adm in­ 
istration of digitalis and other powerful 
remedies. 
His Btrength gradually failed 
during the day, and the hope that he 
would be able to rally baa proved illusive. 
Ho rested well during the early part of 
th e evening. 
He had some trouble in 
breathing during the night but be im­ 
proved early in the day. 
H e rested 
easily and was jierfectl> conscious and 
rational, recognizing those around him . 
Peptonized milk and chicken broth were 
given him and he took th e latter with 
relish. 
His appetite was good and he 
retained all th e tood he took. 
Nourish­ 
ment, however, did not seem to give any 
strength and he grew weaker and weaker. 
His interest in passing events did not 
seem so keen as on the previous day and 
he read no newspapers as formerly, not 
seeming to care for them . 
A few inti­ 
mate friends were adm itted to his room, 
and to those he listened with attention. 
H is respiration grew worse as the day 
wore on, and his lungs failed to fill 
projierly and to purify his blood. Digi­ 
talis failed to have much effect on him . 
and at about 2 o’clock it was found 
necessary to give him oxygen in order to 
prevent his blood from beingjpoisoned.

At about 6 o’clock he desired to be 
lifted up higher, and two attendants, as­ 
sisted by Mrs. Sheridan, attem pted to 
raise him . H e was so heavy th at thev 
had some difficulty, and the General, 
noticing this, said jokingly: “ I am pretty 
heavy, but I haven’t got any paralysis,” 
referring to the newspaper statem ent 
giving th at as his malady.

Thongh no sharp line of separation 
can be drawn, m arine fishes are roughly 
divided, for convenience, into three cate­ 
gories: Shore fishes which habitually 
frequent coast lines, and rarely descend 
to a greater depth than 300 fathom s; 
pelagic fishes, which inhabit the open 
sea, m ost of them spawning there also, 
and th e deep-sea-fishes, 
which 
live 
where the influence of light and surface 
tem perature ¡b but little felt. The shore 
fishes, according to Heilprin, num ber 
upward of 3,600 species. Their northern 
range extends to or beyond the eighty- 
third parallel of latitude, but in the 
Southern 
Hemisphere they are not 
known to go beyond tbe sixtieth parallel. 
In the different zonee these fishes are 
largely identical in both the Atlantic and 
Pacific basinB, as well as on th e opposite 
sides of these basins. Tropical waters, 
however, produce a greater abundance 
and diversity of forms than those of tem­ 
perate regions, while the reefs give to the 
Pacific and Indian oceans more species 
than the Atlantic. 
Oor still very meagre 
knowledge of the pelagic fishes is suffi­ 
cient to indicate that the num ber of each 
types is very limited. They diminish 
rapidly from the equator, and become 
rare beyond the fortieth parallel. Of the 
deep-sea fishes Gunther enum erated up­ 
wards of fifty forms supposed to have 
been obtained from depth» exceeding 
1,000 fathom s; twenty-six from depthR 
exceeding 2,000 fathom s; and nine from 
2 ,5 0 0 fathom s or over. O ther species 
have since been obtained by the Talis­ 
m an and Albatross, one from the extrem e 
depth 
of 
2,900 
fathoms.—[Chicago 
Journal.
